Washington, D. C.,Nov. 23.—"Things 


:are going to wreck and ruin in China," 
said a high official of the state depart- 
.ment this morning 
"It 
looks as 


•though envoys are pxtrposely trying to 
.force China to fight so that opportuni- 
ty will be afforded to divide the terri- 
tory. 


"The public demands being made are 


such that China cannot comply no mat- 
ter how willing. 
The emperor is in 


-the hands of General Tung Fuh Siang 
.•and Prince Tuan and any step that he 
might take to comply with the de- 
mands of the foreigners would cause 
liis death. 


"General Tung has an army of sev- 


eral hundred thousand and the ques- 
tion is how can the emperor decapi- 
tate such a man? 


•"Unless more moderate councils pre- 


vail the emperor will be compelled to 
join in the prince's fight against the 
allied powers. 
That would mean the 


rising of the whole of China and a 
bloody war. 
The United States will 


tise every power at its command to 
prevent this . culmination." 


A Waiting Policy. 


"Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—The ad- 


ministration has adopted a waiting pol- 
-Icy. in the matter of the Chinese nego- 
tiations. 
No action has been taken 


upon Germany's proposal to make the 
execution of the responsible authors 
of the Boxer outrages a condition pre- 
cedent to the continuance of the nego- 
tiations. 
Mr. Conger, in accordance 


with his instructions and 
notwith- 


standing his contrary view, will advo- 
-cate at Pekin that the powers adopt a 
-demand which the Chinese government 
•will be able to comply with. 
Wash- 


ington, before going further, waits to 
see what the other powers will do. 


To Follow American Policy. 


London, Nov. 23.—Lord Lansdowne, 


the new secretary of foreign affairs' 
is developing a pian to break with the 
concert- of tne. European powers in

Nov. 23,—"Nineteen

session that the world's production 
next year will reach the enormous to- 
tal of $365,000,000—a million dollars 
* day of the yellow metal extracted 
Jrom the bosom of our bountiful moth- 
er earth.

that the United States is again at the 
lead of all countries as a producer of 
.gold. 
Our total next year will prob-

Colorado Springs, Col., Nov. 23.-- 
The sun rose this morning on a city 
badly scared and wrecked, but not dis- 
couraged, by the most frightful ordeal 
in its history. Tne gale .began to sub- 
side about 
midnight, 
when it was 


blowing at the rate of fifty or sixty 
miles an hour, and it has continued 
gradually to abate since that hour. Its 
highest velocity, as reported by 
the- 


weather bureau at Colorado College, 
was eighty-five miles an hour. 
No 


loss of life has be'en reported. Edgar 
T. Ensign, formerly state forestry com- 
missioner, was caught under a falling 
pole, on Tejon street, near the E! Paso 
club, and pinioned to the ground. He 
has a fracture of a leg and internal 
injuries that, in view of his advanced 
age, probably wiy_prove fatal.

Iron Steamers of Any Length to Be 


Built in Sections, and After Passing 
Through Canals in That 
Form. 


Be Coupled Together as a Complete 
Ship at Ocean Ports. 
Duluth, Minn., Nov. 23.—Arrange- 


ments are now being completed for 
the wholesale building of ocean-going 
ships on the great lakes. 
The plans 


contemplate iron vessels of any length 
or tonnage that may be ordered. 
The 


only limitation being the width, which 
must of necessity not be greater than 
forty-three feet, the widest that-the 
new Canadian canals will allow. 


Six or seven large and completely 


equipped yards on the lake are in the 
scheme. 
The lake shipbuilders have 


HOW drawn plans for ships of from 
350 to 650 feet in length, which they 
have submitted to ocean ship owners. 
They have also submitted their plans 
to the bureau of navigation and it has 
approved. 


The idea is to build ships of a great-

POPE LEO IS SAID 


TO BE NEAR DEATH 


Stricken After a Visit to St. Peter's 


Yesterday—Grave Fears at 


the Vatican, 


Rome, Nov. 23.—Grave concern was 


occasioned in ecclesiastical 
circles 


here today over the reports that the 
pope's illness, which recently had >ot 
given him any serious trouble, was 
again assuming an alarming stage. Leo 
felt so well yesterday that he visited 
the Basilica at St. Peter's, spending 
some time in the edifice. 


The exertion, however, proved more 


than the aged pontiff could 'endure. He 
was so fatigued'that he had to be tak- 
en to his bed after he had been assist- 
ed back to his apartments in the Vat- 
ican. 


Subsequently reports from creditabl, 


sources gained currency that the pope 
bad two fainting spells and that he 
was revived with difficulty. 
It was 


said that he had -passed a restless 
night and toaay was in a weak condi- 
tion. 


At no time in the past three years, 


at various times in which Pope Leo 
had acute attacks and been confined to 
his bed, has there been so much anx- 
iety over his condition as now. Those 
who have seen Leo say that he is show 
ing the infirmities of old age in a 
marked manner. 
His splendid consti- 


tution and the fact that he has not 
been afflicted with any acute maladies 
have aided him in bearing up. 
But 


he has drawn on nearly all of his re- 
serve. 


There is a fallacy, if not a tradi- 


tion among the Catholics, that a pope 
however aged or invalided, cannot lose 
the use of his mental powers. 
The 


preservation of Leo XIII in life, health- 
fullness and activity has the general 
merit of teaching some homely lessons 
in hygiene.

CAME NEAR DYING 


IN HOTEL ROOM 


Horseman Gets B Dose of Illuminating 


Gas at Hotel London 


Last Night. 


A man in the employ of Mr. Pease, 


a horseman from Colorado, had a nar- 
row escape from death by asphyxia- 
tion at the Hotel London last night. 


Mr. Pease and his man arrived here 


yesterday and went to the Hotel Lon- 
don. 
They had been on the road for 


several days and had had not rest so 
the man thought that he would go to 
bed' and get some sleep. 
It was some- 


time after five o'clock when he went 
to his room yesterday afternoon and 
that 'was the last seen of him until 
his room was opened this morning. 


About a quarter after seven the 


young man employed about the hotel 
went up on the third floor-to call one 
of the boarders and was attracted 
to the room of the young man from 
Colorado by the strong smell of gas. 
He at once called Mr. Fred Jones, the 
proprietor, and the door of the room 
was opened. The man was lying on 
the bed unconscious, but soon rallied 
under the care of Dr. W. H. Judd who 
had been called as soon as it was dis- 
covered that the man was overcome 
with the .gas. 


It is thought by those who were 


first in the room that the gas had not 
been turned on for any length of 
time. 
The transom of the room was 


also open arid that furnished fresh air 
from the hall and kept the man from 
being overcome as soon as he would 
had it been closed and the fresh air 
kept out. 


The man himself did not seem to 


remember a thing about how or when 
he turned out the gas, hut it is thought 
that he got up at some during the 
night and lighted the gas and after 
te had turned it out turned it on again 
and being very tired went to sleep 
immediately and did not notice the 
smell of escaping gas. 


Lyman Wilbur, who is employed at 


the hotel went to his rooms directly 
opposite to the. one occcupied by the 
horseman about half past six this 
morning and at that time he detect- 
ed a slight smell of gas, but thought 
it came from the burner in the hall. 
He thinks that at that time the gas 
could not have been turned on very 
long or he would have noticed it.

His first sys- 
tematic instruction in the art of music 
Tras received from Thomas Helmore, 
master of the children of the Chapel 
Royal. While at the Chapel Royal he

wrote many anthems and small pieces. 
One of them, "O Israel," a "sacred 
eong," was published as long ago as 
1855. In 1856 the Mendelssohn schol- 
arship ' was brought into active exist- 
ence and in July of that year young 
Sullivan was elected the first scholar. 
In 1858 he entered the Conservatorium 
at Leipsic, in company with Carl Rosa, 
and remained there until the end of 
1861. 
He then returned to London, 


'bringing with him his music

Shakespeare's "Tempest," which was 
•produced at the Crystal palace, April 
5, 18C2. 


Piece Made a Sensation. 


This beautiful composition ma-de a 


great sensation in musical circle* and 
launched him into London musical so- 
ciety. 
The arrival of the princess of 


"Wales in March, 1863, suggested the 
song, "Bride from the North," and on 
the recovery of the prince of Wales 
from his long and nearly fatal illness 
te composed a festival Te Deum for 
soprano solo, orchestra and chorus. At 
this time he was closely engaged in 
editing 
the 
collection 
of 
"Church 


Hymns with Tunes" for the Christian 
Knowledge society, for which he wrote 
twenty-one original tunes. In 1873 Mr. 
Sullivan made a third successful ap- 
pearance 
at Birmingham, this time 


"with the leading feature of the musical 
festival, an oratorio entitled 
"The 


'Light of the World," the words se:oct- 
ed from the Bible. This was a signal 
triumph for the composer. 


Mr. Sullivan succeeded Sir Michael 


Costa as conductor of the Leeds festi- 
val in 1880 and wrote for it "The 
Martyr of Antioch," to words selected 
from Milman's play of that name. The 
work lies between an oratorio and a 
cantata, and was enthusistically re- 
received.

"Tlie lost Chord." 


Mr. Sullivan's songs are as 
well 


known as his comic operas. They are 
usually of a tender or sentimental cast, 
and some of them, such as "The Lost 
Chord," written in 1S77, have enjoyed 
a long and unwavering popularity." 
Although "The Lost Chord" was writ- 
ten over twenty years ago, it still keeps 
its place on the piano and gives de- 
light to a new generation. The words 
were written by Adelaide Proctor. 


Mr. Sulliva-n received the honorary 


degree of doctor of music from the 
University of Cambridge in 1876, and 
Oxford, 1879. In 1878 he acted as Brit- 
ish commissioner for music at the in- 
ternational exhibition at Paris, and 
was decorated with the insignia of the 
Legion of Honor. He also received the 
order of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, and 
on May 15, 1883, was knighted by the 
queea.

The trouble originated on Mr. Craw- 


ford's place. 
About two months ago 


some negroes of the name of Strick- 
land were whipped and 
warned 
to 


leave the neighborhood. The whip- 
ping party was a large one, made up 
of men well known in the community, 
many of whom will have to appear be- 
fore the next grand jury. Mr. Craw- 


i ford openly expressed his disapproval 


of the whipping, and soon after one of 


, 'his negroes, Joshua Goousou, received 


a letter full of vile threats and abuse, 
and containing a warning that if he 
and the other negroes on Mr. Craw- 
ford's place did not leave- in twenty- 
four hours there would be trouble. Mi- 
Crawford promised to protect the ne- 
groes, and he at once persuaded Gov- 
ernor Candler to issue tie offer of a 
reward. This action did not stop the 
whipping outrages, for almost imme- 
diately after it was offered negroes 
were whipped on the plantations of 
Green Wesley and Ben and A'bsolem 
Ogletree. 
In all, six negroes 
were 


severely beaten by the regulators. 


Jiogroes Are Fleelujr. 


Mr. Crawford accused a neighbor of 


having a part in the whippings and 
this intensified 
the 
trouble. 
The 


neighbor took his gun and, strolling 
over -to see Crawford, made known his 
intention of doing 
serious 
damage. 


Neighbors who were present prevented 
bloodshed, and the belligerent visitor 
was arrested and put under a $1,000 
peace bond and a bond of $250 for as- 
sault with intent to kill. 
Today the 


news from the white-cap section is 
that nearly every negro has fled or is 
preparing to get away as quickly as 
possible. 
Eleven families of negroes 


moved away in one 'bunch. 
The ne- 


groes all say that they found notices 
posted on their doors telling them to 
leave inside of twenty-four hours. It 
Is already practically impossible 
to 


get farm hands in that section, as all 
the laborers are demoralized. 
There 


is some talk of organizing a commit- 
tee of white men to protect the ne- 
groes who have been guilty of no of- 
fense. 
The officers of the law say,- 


however, that this will not be neces- 
sary, as they will be able to handle 
the situation.-
